GUT IN NUMBER 
OF BUSSES BY END 


Revision on System-Wide 
Basis Needed Due to 
Decrease in Riders, 
Says P. S. Co. 


A reduction in the number of 
busses operated by the Public 
Service Co. will be made this week, 
a company spokesman said today. 
New schedules ate being worked 
out and will be placed in effect 
before the end of the week. 


The downward revision in bus 
service will be on a system-wide 
basis, the spokesman said, and -is 
necessitated by the downward 
trend of the system’s passenger 
load, in recent months, which sur- 
veys show is 7 to 8 per cent under 
the corresponding period of last 
year, it was said. 


The total number of fares col- 
lected last Friday was 9.8 per 
cent under the total for July 15, 
1948, and last Saturday’s receipts 
were 18.6 per cent under the cor- 
responding day of 1948, the 
spokesman said. 

“We have to keep the service 
supplied proportionate to the 
number of passengers served in 
order to maintain economical 
operation,” the spokesman said. 
“Therefore, schedules have to be 
tailored from time to time to keep 
in line with changes in the pas- 
senger load.” 

He was unable to provide figures 
as to the total number of busses 
which would be taken out of serv- 
ice, or the total reduction in mile- 
age which would result from the 
new schedules, until.the schedules 
can be completed. 

A reduction of more than 4 per 
cent in the transit company’s 
service, through curtailment of 
streetcar opération, was placed in 
effect July 1. 

Reasons given at that time 
for the reduction in streetcar 
service were a general “normal” 
decline in riding, reduced use of 
streetcars and busses following 
discontinuance of the weekly pass 
system and the summer vacation

Two men were killed yesterday 
afternoon when a small training 
plane crashed and burned near 
Clayton and Baxter roads, St. 


Louis county, shortly after the 
pilot had “buzzed” his home 
nearby. 

The dead are Warren Starck, 
23 years old, the pilot, and his 
passenger, Frank Pellet, 21, who 
lived on Hog Hollow road north 
of Olive Street road. Pellet was 
taking his first plane ride. 

Relatives of Starck were watch- 
ing as the plane “stalled” during 
a bank and crashed on an ad- 
joining farm, a quarter-mile from 
Starck’s home, where his parents 
also live. The plane burst into 
flames shortly efter the crash. 

‘Buzzed’ F Ga g. 

A few minutes before, Starck 
had brought the plane unexpect- 
edly over the home, where there 
was a family gathering. He flew 
over at about 200 feet and began 
circling the area. The plane made 
a brief landing behind a clump of 
trees north of the house and then 
returned. 

“The plane went into a bank 
and then we could no longer 
hear the motor,” Walter Starck 
Jr., brother of the pilot, said. 
“When it struck the ground, the 
door came off and the left wing 
was bent back by a tree stymp, 
but the plane did not appear to 
hit D aia or to be greatly dam- 
ed. 

However, as we ran to the spot, 
we saw it burst into flames. It 
was too hot to get anybody out.” 

Starck and other relatives and 
persons on the farm where the 
plane landed brought buckets of 
water from a nearby well but 
their efforts were of no avail 
against the flames.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
An investigation of Army contract 
handling still was under way to- 
day. It has led thus far to the 
suspension of two major generals 
and a Congressman’s demand that 
President Truman send his mili- 
tary aide to the sidelines. 


The Inspector General’s office 
has orders from Secretary of the 
Army Gordon Gray to continue its 
investigation of Maj. Gen. Her- 
man Feldman, the quartermaster 
general, and Maj. Gen. Alden H. 
Waitt, chief of the chemical corps. 


Both were relieved of duty Sat- 
urday after a Senate investigating 
committee produced evidence 
which Gray said indicated they 
exhibited a lack of judgment and 
sense of propriety.” A 

On the heels of this develop- 
ment Representative Shafer 
(Rep.), Michigan, demanded that 
the President suspend Maj. Gen. 
Harry H. Vaughan of St. Louis, 
White House aide. 

Implicated in Same Case. 

A member of the House Armed 
Services Committee, Shafer said 
in a statement that Vaughan was 
“implicated in the same case” with 
Feldman and Waitt. He gave no 
details but said the aide’s conduct 
“has been, to put it mildly, in the 
poorest taste.” 

Eben Ayers, assistant presi- 
dential press secretary, was asked 
at a news conference for com- 
ment on Shafer’s demand. 

“I haven't heard the President 
mention it,” Ayers said. 

Speaker Rayburn, after Tru- 
man’s regular Monday conference 
with congressional leaders, was 
asked if the President made any 
reference to the matter. Rayburn 
said the President did not, 

None of the Generals has com- 
mented on the developments. 

Their names were mentioned in 
a recent newspaper story telling 
of agents who allegedly use their 
influence to obtain government 
contracts for fees of § per cent. 

The report, published in the 
New York Herald Tribune and the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, prompted 
an inquiry by a Senate expendi- 
tures subcommittee headed by 
Senator Hoey (Dem.), North Caro- 
lina. 

The story pictured James V. 
Hunt, a former Army officer, as 
telling a Massachusetts manufac- 
turer, that he was à friend of 
many Washington officials, includ- 
ing the three Generals. Hunt has 
denied he tried to sell “influence” 
in contracting to obtain govern- 
ment business. He said that 
“none of the people I know in 
government service are subject to 
influence.” 

(The United Press said that 
Senate investigators. hinted today 
that other government agencies 
besides the Army may be involved 
in the activities of “five per 
centers.” They refused to specify 
what other agencies are under 
scrutiny by a Senate investigating 
subcommittee, They said the 
group hopes to determine the ex- 
tent of the “five per centers’” 
practice before it opens public 
hearings in about two weeks.) 

Vaughan’s Remark, 

Shafer, a member of the House 
Armed Services Committee, said in 
a statement that Vaughan has 
“openly boasted” he knows at 
least 300 “five percenters.” This 
apparently alluded to a remark by 
Vaughan to reporters when he re- 
turned July 6 from a vacation trip. 

Vaughan said at that time that 
he knew “about 300 persons in 
Washington” who engaged in con- 
tract operations.. His comment 
came when reporters sought to 
ask him about his acquaintance 
with Hunt. 

This prompted Representative 
Keating (Rep.), New York to tell 
the House that Vaughan should 
be required to testify before a 
congressional committee. He said 
Vaughan had cast a stain “upon 
every procurement agency” here. 

Shafer’s statement said: 

“Gen. Vaughan presently enjoys 
a White House immunity not 
grantec Gens.

WASHINGTON, July 18 (UP)— 
CIO Dock Boss Harry Bridges to- 
day threatened to try to close 
every port in the world to ships 
that leave Hawaii with cargoes 
loaded by strike breakers. 

He predicted to the Senate 
Labor Committee that the Ha- 
walian Legislature would pass a 
“strike breaking bill” to end the 
walkout which has tied up ship- 
ping in the territory for 79 days 
over a wage dispute. 

But Bridges said his CIO Long- 
shoremen’s Union would defeat 
any such strategy, with the help 
of other unions. 

“Any ship that leaves the island 
loaded by strikebreakers, we'll try 
to get and tie up in any port in 
the world,” he said. 

Bridges said his own union 
would refuse to unload such ships 
on the West Coast and that he 
would work through longshore- 
men of other countries to “tie 
them up“ elsewhere. 

Bridges told the committee, 
which is considering. legislation 
to end the strike by arbitration, 
that his dock workers don’t need 
Congressional help to win 

“Just leave us alone and we'll 
whip em bald-headed,” he said.

He said he killed young Mc- 
Swann by hitting him on the head 
with a “kosh” (blackjack) in the 
basement of a London house. N 

“I withdrew a glass of blood 
from him and drank it,” he said. 
He said he told McSwann’s par- 
ents their son gad fled to escape 
conscription, 

Two years later, he said, he 
lured the parents to the same 
basement and killed them. He 
said he killed Henderson with the 
doctor’s own revolver in February 
1948, in the same factory where 
he killed Mrs. Durand-Deacon. 

Lured Doctor's Wife. 
~After he killed the doctor, he 
said, he went to Brighton, where 
Mrs. Henderson was staying, lured 
her to Crawley on the pretext that 
her husband was ill there, and 
shot her. 

“In each case I had a glass of 
blood,” ‘he said. 

The other three victims were 
described as persons Haigh had 
just met, and were not identified. 

One, Haigh said, was a woman 
of about 35 whom he met at 
Hammersmith, London, and had 
never seen before. Another was 
a “youngish man” he had just

A spokesman refused to say 
any more than that when report- 
ers at a daily news conferenca 
pelted him with questions about 
the state of British-American re- 
lations on atomic affairs. 

He refused to confirm or deny 
that Britain has made any direct 


or indirect request for access to 
atomic secrets. 

The questions were prompted by 
American reports of what went on 
at a Washington conference last 
Thursday night between President 
Truman and his highest political, 
defense and atomic advisers. 

One reporter asked whether the 
spokesman could confirm that 
Britain controls or shares control 
of uranium mines in the Belgian 
Congo—where the United States 
gets its best atomic ores. 

Some British newspapers have 
suggested this could be used as a 
lever to pry out secrets the United 
States might prefer to keep. The 
spokesman parried that question 
by asking for time to look into the 
matter. 

Officials privately have con- 
firmed that the British govern- 
ment decided early last year to go 
ahead with the production of 
atomic bombs—and that the de- 
cision was conveyed to the United 
States. 

There was some unconcealed 
resentment in high places here 
when British observers were ex- 
cluded from an American® naval 
atomic test late in 1948. 


Atom Committee Meeting on Mys- 
tery Conference Called Off. 

WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
The Senate-House Atomic Com- 
mittee today called off a meeting 
at which members were sched- 
uled to get a report on last week’s 
“hush-hush” atomic conference at 
Blair House. 

There was no immediate ex- 
planation for the cancellation 6f 
the session.

Kem and Donnell Speak Against 
Pact in Senate Debate. 
WASHINGTON, July 18 (UP) 
~The North Atlantic Treaty to- 
day drew the shaky approval of 
Senator Cain (Rep.), Washington, 
and the outright opposition of 
Senators Kem and Donnell] of Mis- 

souri, both Republicans, 

Cain announced he will vote for 
the pact because of the “dire 
necessity” of mutual defense ef- 
fort, but he told the Senate it is 
a “clumsy” step toward world 
peace and will encourage an 
&tomic arms race with Russia. 
As a “defensive dam,” he said, 
the pact “is so weak, murky and 
contradictory that most of its 
magnificent purpose is washed 
away.” He urged, among other 
things, that Spain, Greece and 
Turkey be included in the pact, 
saying that Spain’s strategic im- 
portance in the western Mediter- 
ranean is “almost decisive.” 

Kem told his colleagues he will 
Oppose the treaty “because I am 
convinced that the arms program, 
which goes with it, will prove a 
sinkhole for untold billions of the 
money of the American taxpayers 
for military equipment which, in 
the event of war, may be turned 
against us.” 63 

Kem said he also believes the 
pact obligates Americans to de- 
fend peoples “who may be unwill- 
ing to defend themselves,” par- 
ticularly if Communist govern- 
ments took over in some of the 
signatory states, 

Donnell continued his fight 
against the treaty with remarks 
directed to southern legislators. 
He said the treaty would open 
the door to an internationally- 
supervised civil rights program. | 
He maintained that the anti-ag- 
gression treaty could be used to 
enforce abolition of the poll tax 
and racial segregation, and might 
lead to federal fair employment

' Donnell based his argument on 
a treaty provision pledging si 
tories to strengthen their e 
institutions.” e said the pact’s 
12-nation council could “usurp” 
state governments in the civil 
righes field.

He is Werner Wolfgang Falck, 
whose power as leader of the 
“German Rightist party” was cut 
short last April when British oc-

It was estimated he had 125,000 

followers when the young war 
hero retired to tend his garden 
among the bombed ruins of Goet- 
tingen. He spends his time now

Until his at least temporary 
eclipse, Falck bore for many ob- 
servers an uncomfortable resem- 
blance—in manner if not in ap- 
pearance — to Hitler in Der 
Fuehrer’s early days in Munich, 


Head Start on Hitler. 


Falck has a head start on Hitler. 
The Nazi leader was 34 years old 
when he whipped together the 
nucleus of his brown-shirted zeal- 
ots in Munich in 1923. The tall, 
blond and well-built Falck is only 
25. Like Hitler, he gesticulates 
wildly, shouting, raising his voice 
to shattering crescendoes, using 
every known obvious device of 
soap-box, rabble rousing oratory 
to incite his audience. 

It paid off for him, for a time. 
In Wolfsburg, founded by Hitler 


crowds cheered Falck wildly. Last 
November his party won 16 of 25 
vacant Town Council seats. 

As one British Military Govern- 
ment, official put it: “The crowds 
never ‘heiled’ or used Nazi sa- 
lutes, but they certainly seemed 
on the verge or doing so.“ 

The same official added: 

“Falck was too smart to adopt 
openly or secretly any symbols or 
flags or salutes that could readily 
be identified as Nazi and thus 
bring the wrath of occupying of- 
ficials upon him. There were no 
swastikas or copies of Mein 
Kampf—but the atmosphere was 
the same. 

“You know how the Germans 
love mass meetings with all the 
trimmings; well, Falck gave it to 
them. That's why we- had to out- 
law any further activity.“ 

Designed Own “Trade Mark.” 

To keep the British satisfied, 
Falck deliberately steered from 
the stigma of identifying himself 
with.Nazism. He argued that the 
only way to avoid a resurgence of 
Nazism was to follow him.

“Titoists” are all “spies, sabo- 
teurs, Trotskyists, deviationists, 
and enemies of the Soviet Union.” 
Maybe they also are patriots. 
Hence the formula for what to do 
with them is not firm. 

Rajk’s Background. 

Rajk has served Communism 
too well to be lightly liquidated. 
He was the man whom Lt. Gen. 
W. P. Sviridov pushed into the 
key task of Minister of the In- 
terior in February 1946. His job 
was to organize the police on 
Communist lines, and he put them 
in the hands of Gabriel Petr. 

In the elections three Months 
before only 17 per cent of the 
Hungarians had voted Communist. 
The American and British mem- 
bers of the Allied Control Com- 
mission headed by  Sviridov 
thought it a minor concession to 
Russia to give the Ministry of the 
Interior to a Russian. They still 
had not grasped the recipe for 
police ‘power. But every election 
after Rajk took over showed an 
“improvement.” In the May elec- 
tions this year the results were 
nearly 100 per cent. Opposition 
leaders had all fled, surrefidered 
or gone to jail. 

Grabs Foreign. Ministry. 

Rajk’s decline dates from his 
attempt to push into the alien field 
of foreign affairs. In April 1948, 
he compelled the then Foreign 
Minister, Eric Molnar, naw Am- 
bassador to the U.S.S.R., to submit 
all his diplomatic bags to police 
censorship. He established con- 
tact men in the legations and in 
Hungary’s embassy at Moscow. 
With Endre Havas, the Comin- 
form man in the Paris legation 
who controlled the non-Commu- 
nist minister, Rajk had regular 
telephone conversations. Finally 
he moved in and took over. The 
foreign ministry became the inlet 
for the Hungarian military spy

Senator Butler, tremendously excited, is 
urging that Hawaii be refused statehood until 
“Communism in the territory may be brought 
under effective. control.” The House Un- 
American Activities Committee plans to send a 
staff investigator to the islands. 

Up to now, President Truman has taken no 
part. He intimated that he does not have the 
power to intervene because the stalemate does 
not constitute à national emergency. It may 
not be a national emergency in the full sense of 
the word but it assuredly presents a serious situ- 
ation for the 550,000 inhabitants who find them- 
selves isolated and practically powerless as a 
result of the obstinacy of the “Big Five” and 
2000 dockworkers. 

The ILWU chiefs say the Big Five decided, 
after losing the sugar strike in 1946, that there 
would be no more union victories. A federal 
labor conciliator, at a high point in the 1946 
negotiations, declared business sought “exter- 
mination of unionism in the islands.” Since 
then there have been six strikes and the unions 
have lost them all. 

But it is the public that suffers most as food 
stocks dwindle, small businesses fail, unemploy- 
ment soars, cattle die, exports rot and the tour- 
ist trade vanishes. Hawaii is particularly vul- 
nerable to a dock strike since it imports 85 per 
cent of its food. For that reason alone, it ap- 
pears that Gov. Stainback is right in seeking to 
take over the docks. : 

It may be called union-busting or free enter- 
prise-busting, as he says, but it certainly will 
be citizen-saving. It took seizure of the coal 
mines to bring John L. Lewis and the operators 
to terms in the United States. It seems it will 
take the same thing to stop an even more intol- 
erable situation in Hawaii. After the public 
gets relief it will be time enough to settle 
the issue between the union and the Big Five. 


For a Safer Airport 

The right decision has been made by the 
City Airport Commission's special subcommittee, 
headed by former Mayor Dickmann. By expe- 
diting the recommended repairs and improve- 
ments to runway facilities at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the city will increase airport facilities so 
that St. Louis’ standing in air travel is not 
further hurt while a new airport is planned. 

Almost everyone agrees now that there must 
be an airfield close to downtown. As the Darst 
Administration recognizes, the readily available 
territory is across the river in Illinois. With 
the creation of the bi-state authority by the 
Missouri and Illinois Legislatures, the means 
will soon exist for working this out in the man- 
ner of the successful New York Port Authority. 
But Lambert-St. Louis Field is certain to be a 
major element in the city’s flying facilities for 
a long time to tome, perhaps permanently. Since 
bond issue funds are available for the improve- 


ments, City Hall engineers should prepare the 


plans as soon as possible. It is well to leave 
new buildings out of the consideration, but 
runways that help planes land and take off 
should be improved within the next few months. 
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Trimming the Military Budget 

The Senate Appropriations Committee is be- 
ginning to do something about the demand for 
cuts in federal expenditures. It has tentatively 
agreed to lop $1,250,000,000 off the $15,900,000,- 
000 voted by the House for the military services, 
by far the biggest item in the budget, If this 
item does not yield some trims, there can’t be 
much hope of finding them in lesser ones. 

The military appropriations, however, are dif- 
ficult to tackle. The international situation may 
have eased a bit, but hardly enough for any 
member of Congress to want to run the risk of 
leaving the United States less than fully pre- 


a

As things stand now, it’s largely a matter of 
having to take the word of the generals and ad- 
mirals.

The two men have a tenuously theoretical 
point when they argue that the appearance of 
all nine Justices—or even a substantial majority 
of them—would make it impossible to pass on 
a case should it be carried to them for review. 
It is, however, inconceivable that such a situa- 


‘tion should occur. No doubt, the Justices are 


more conscious than anybody else of the restric- 
tions which they must place on their personal 
conduct to preserve a proper judicial attitude. 
And their conduct had better be left to their 
own consciences rather than to statutory regu- 
lation. 

On occasion, this may confront an individual 
Justice with a difficult choice. As a Justice, he 
will seek to avoid involvement in litigation to 
avoid disqualifying himself later on. But he is 
also a citizen with all the duties of citizenship. 
One of those is to appear in a trial so that the 
truth may be determined and justice done. If 
the Justice feels that he has knowledge which 
may be of decisive importance, he may feel 
conscience-bound to appear as a witness—even 
a character witness. He should be reluctant to 
do so, but his right to appear—and the right of 
a defendant to summon him—seems guaranteed 
by the Constitution. 

While the Keating-Velde proposal is put for- 
ward in theoretical terms, there actually is noth- 
ing theoretical about it. 
attempt to rebuke Justices Frankfurter and 
Reed for their appearance on behalf of Alger 
Hiss. As such, it is cut out of the same cloth 
as the congressional proposal to investigate 
Judge Kaufmann’s conduct of the trial. Such 
suggestions spring from minds which prejudged 


the case and which are disappointed at the out-

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The Strange Case of WQQW 


WQQW is a struggling radio station in Wash- 
ington, D. C., lately in the news for no good 
reason at all.

American occupation authorities accomplished some major changes 
in German newspapers, Munich news bureau head says; reporting 
has been made more factual: denazification left editors with prob- 
lem of training new men; some fear Nazis may creep back in. 


Oscar Reschke, Chief, DENA Munich Bureau, in the Guild Reporter 


In 1945, after the end of the war, when 
American newspaper men started to build 
a new German press, they demanded that 
news be reported without editorializing. 
This demand was entirely new to German 
newspaper mén. It had been their habit to 
mix news with opinion. 

Since 1983, every news item had con- 
tained editorial opinion suitable to the 
Nazis. At the very beginning the Ameri- 
cans had to watch carefully to see that the 
new concept of news was being carried out. 

Now, four years later, the overwhelming 
majority of German newspaper readers 
has expressed satisfaction with this kind of 
reporting. Editorials explain the news— 
but no longer does a German newspaper 
man try to inject his own opinion into a 
news story. 


Change to American Ways 


Another point the Americans insisted 
upon was the use of first names. Germans 
did not like this at first, and thought that 
it would not matter whether Mr. Schmitt's 
first name were Willi or Robert. What 
counted for them was the fact that it was 
a Mr. Schmitt who was in the news. 

Here, too, the Americans have succeeded 
in convincing the German newsmen that 
the American way of reporting is more 
correct. ‘Now, even without any American 
supervision, chief editors make it a point to 
see that all reporters use first names in 
stories. 3 

A third point was that no one should be 
called a thief or a murderer before he was 
convicted. It was rather m for Ger- 
man newspapers to refer to a man accused 
of having committed murder as “Mr. 
Schmitt, the murderer of so-and-so.” The 
papers did not say that Schmitt merely 
was accused if they thought the facts left 
no doubt of his guilt. 

Here, too, the Germans have convinced 
themselves that the American style was 
justified. 

When the Americans gave up censorship 
of German newspapers (and here it must 
be admitted that this censorship was never 
severe) they were able to do so with the 
conviction that their main demands in this 
respect would be fulfilled by the Germans. 


Plants Are Run Down 


But there also are other changes in the 
German press. For obvious reasons I do 
not want to compare present newspapers 
with those of the Nazi regime when editors 
merely were carrying out orders of the 
propaganda ministry. 

Before 1933 it was a Habit of newsmen to 
write a story chronologically. Thus an im- 
portant item often got buried near the end 
merely because it occurred late in the 
speech. Newsmen now have learned to 
feature the most important aspects of the 
story in the lead. 


One of the greatest difficulties for Ger- 


man papers in the past four years has been 


the critical, shortage of newsprint. The 
paper shortage limited most of the papers 
to four or eight pages two or three times a 
week. The newsprint situation has im- 
proved but slightly since the currency re- 
form, but newspapers still can be printed 
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only three times a week, with not more 
than eight to 16 pages per issue. 

There is no comparison between German 
newspaper plants and plants in the United 
States, The entire plant of a German 
newspaper would fit neatly into part of one 
floor at the New York Times. Equipment 
is ancient, and only since the currency re- 
form have publishers been able to secure 
electric light bulbs,

American Military Government very re- 


cently has ceased to license newspapers. 
The various German land-governments 


_ have worked out press laws which have 


been accepted by the various parliaments. 

Many German newspaper men are afraid 
that a number of former Nazis acquitted 
or classified by the denazification board as 
lesser offenders again will have a chance to 
publish a newspaper. 

Although the press laws contain some 
provisions which will prevent former high- 
ranking Nazis from publishing papers, 
there still would be a chance for so-called 
minor offenders, who in reality often 
sbould have been classed as main offend- 
ers, 

Some Nazis were just lucky enough to 
find a friendly denazification board, There 
is, for instance, the former publisher of the 
worst anti-Jewish paper, Der Stuermer, 
who only recently was classified a lesser 
offender, thereby allowing him to go ahead 
and publish a paper. 

It should be pointed out that every single 


editor and publisher now working in the 


German press was thoroughly screened by 
military government before he received 
permission to work. No one now holding 
a responsible job in the German press to- 
day was a member of the Nazi party. 


Long. Way to Go 


Most of the present editors and publish- 
ers were persecuted during the Nazi re- 
gime, and many were held in concentration 
camps or prisons. Others had to quit news- 
paper work when the Hitler regime 
started. 

It has been difficult to find experienced 
newsmen who did not have a Nazi record. 
Back in 1945, therefore, the U.S.-licensed 
German news agency DENA started to 
train men and women who hadn't any 
newspaper experience. : 

American press control officers worked 
hard with the new staff, and DENA still is 
slowly building its staff. Only by training 
inexperienced youngsters have DENA of- 
ficials been able to keep the organization 
free from Nazi influence. 

On DENA we seem to have a healthy 
start, but every day we realize we still 
have a long way to go.

Progress Toward W orld Union 


THE WORLD MUST BE GOVERNED, by Vernon Nash. - 


(Harper & Brothers, New York, 206 pgs., $2.50.) 


Nash’s report indicates that o 
such as the United World Federalists, of 
which he is vice-president, are making their 
way slowly but steadily toward realizing 
the ideal of a world federal union. Com- 
plete fulfillment, he says in effect could, 
indeed, come almost overnight, as the 
world crisis runs its desperate course toward 
the “ultimate” stage, an all-destructive 
Third World War. 

The book’s chief value to the casual read- 
er lies in its conscientious report on the 
progress of the world government move- 
ment. Materially, this progress is startling. 
An inclusive checkup on the federalists to- 
day has been overdue. 

One learns, for instance; that the Hum- 
ber resolution favoring world federation 
has been adopted by a third of our state 
legislatures, that 17 state political conven- 
tions in 1948 adopted resolutions endors- 
ing world government, that the new con-

At that time, he says, pub- 
lic opinion and economic pressure forced 
a reluctant New York to ratify the Amer- 
ican Constitution, This, Nash continues, 
could, and probably would, happen to Rus- 
sia if a world federation were formed. 

There are definite faults in this reason- 
ing. New York wag then in no position to 
wage aggressive war had it wanted to; 
Russia may now be ready for war; at 
least the Soviets are keeping prepared. New 


Tork's political philosophy, unlike Russia's, 


was not at complete odds with those of its 
neighbors. New York was not embarked 
on a career of conquest and pro 

It becomes plain that one may be con- 
vinced of the need for world government 
and believe in federalist principles while 
recognizing some very real difficulties 
which lie in the way. These problems can 
be resolved, but it is not enough to say, 
as do some federalists, that time is so short 
that we must immediately go ahead with 
world federalism.

GERMAN RED ASSAILS 
LUTHERAN  PRELATE 


Calls Bishop Dibelius War 
Monger, Instrument of 
American Aggression. 


BERLIN, July 18 (AP) — The 
leading Communist newspaper in 
eastern Germany denounced Lu- 
theran Bishop Otto Dibelius of 
Berlin yesterday. It called him a 
war monger and an instrument 
of American aggression. 
Apparently presaging a bitter 
Struggle in the Soviet zone be- 
tween Communist and church of- 
ficials, a full page in Neus 
Deutschland, central organ of the 
Socialist Unity (Communist) 
party, was devoted to an attack 
on the bishop. 

In a Whitsunday pastoral let- 
ter, Dr. Dibelius said last month 
that east German Communists 
were marching down the same po- 
litical path as the Nazis did under 
Hitler. He asserted the new peo- 
ple’s police resembled the Ges- 
tapo; elections were rigged on a 
Nazi pattern, and tens of thou- 
sands of citizens had disappeared 
mysteriously. 

The editor of the Communist 
organ, Wilhelm Girnus, countered 
with a demand that the Berlin 
bishop turn his criticism on the 
United States and western Ger- 
many. 

Girnus argued the Soviet zone 
was a land of peace and justice, 
while Nazism still survived in Al- 
lied zones, and German resources 
there were exploited by foreign 
capitalists. 

“If he does not acknowledge 
these facts, then one can only 
draw the conclusion that he is si- 
lent on purpose. Thereby he has 
become an instrument of Amer- 
ican aggression and, through his 
decision, aligned himself with 
American imperialism against the 
German nation,” the ‘editor de- 
clared.

A skywriting plane spread 
the slogan “Glory to Stalin” in

The Pope spoke in German over 
the Vatican radio to a co 
of Catholics in Berlin celebrating 
the 50th anniversary of the Pope’s 
ordination, to the priesthood.

KANSAS DROUTH 
ENDS; LEGAL LIQUOR 
SALES THIS WEEK 


Licenses > Be Mailed. Today 
for State-Controlled 
Stores. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 18 (AP)— 
Liquor will go on sale legally in 
Kansas this week, ending an era 
of colorful crusading and a multi- 
million dollar bootlegging busi- 
ness. 

After almost 70 years of pro- 
hibition—in the last 32 of which 
the state bone-dry law made pos- 
session of so much as a thimble- 
ful of liquor punishable by a jail 
sentence—Kansans last November 
voted 422,294 to 358,310 for repeal. 

The Legislature then passed a 
liquor control act, followed by 
four months of work to establish 
a control and licensing setup. 

Late today, the state liquor con- 
trol office will mail out licenses 
for more than 260 privately-owned 
stores to retail liquor or beer in 
excess of 3.2 per cent alcohol. 

Despite the seemingly radical 
change for a traditionally dry 
state, no wild binge is in the 
making. Saloons and public drink- 
ing are barred. Liquor will be sold 
only in packages at stores licensed 
solely to sell intoxicants. 

Cities which voted against re- 

peal of prohibition will remain 
dry unless they decide in a special 
election to reverse their stand. 
Thus far, more than 250 of the 
state’s 597 incorporated cities may 
have liquor stores. Only 10 of 105 
counties do not have a “wet” 
city. 
Among the “dry” cities is Medi- 
cine Lodge, where Carry Nation 
launched her hatchet-swinging at- 
tacks on the illegal saloons of a 
half century ago. 


49 POTATO PRICE 
SUPPORT MAY BE 
ONE-FIFTH OF 1948 


WASHINGTON, July 18 (AP)— 
The farm price support program 
for potatoes, which last year to- 
tal 3225, 000,000, may approxi- 
mate only $46,000,000 this year, 
the National Potato Council said 
yesterday. 

Reasons for the reduction, the 
council said are the lowering of 
support prices from 90 to 60 per 
cent of parity and a sharp de- 
crease in acreage under the pres- 
ent farm program. 

“As of July 14,” the council 
said, “the Government's potato 
purchases under the support pro- 
gram totaled only 3,215,000 bush- 
els at a cost of slightly more 
than $4,000,000, as compared with 
purchases on the same date in 
1948 of 10,700,000 bushels at an ap- 
proximate cost of $18,500,000. 

“Tf this same relationship con- 
tinues through the harvesting sea- 
son, now in progress, the cost of 
the potato program for 1949 will 
approximate only $45,000,000, or 
about one-fifth of last year’s 
$225,000,0000 when the support 
price was at 90 per cent (of 
parity).” 

The council said that potato 
acreage this year is the lowest 
planted in 70 years, but that the 
indicated yield per acre is 194 
bushels. This would be second 
only to the record high of 212 
bushels in 1948. 


NEWSPAPER ADS’ DOLLAR 
VOLUME DOUBLED SINCE 39 


NEW YORK, July 18 (UP)— 
The. Bureau of Advertising of the 
American Newspaper Publishers 
Association reported today that 
the dollar volume of newspaper 
advertising has more than doubled 
since 1939. 

The bureau said national adver- 
tisers spent $404,000,000 on news- 
paper ads in 1948—almost as much 
as the combined total for news 
papers, magazines, and radio net- 
works in 1939.
